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Now I know what scallop fishermen mean when they say they get frustrated attending the scallop management 
council meetings. I attended the most recent one in Warwick and the morning session left my head literally spinning! 

The discussions during those first hours focused on establishing the "definition of overfishing", a requirement of 
the new management plan. Many could not agree to the method and results of council staff presentations and for the most 
part left many wondering if any of it made any sense at all. 

I do have to say though the afternoon session was quite productive and finally there just might be a scallop 
management plan out for public scrutiny soon. I also have to salute area representative Jim Costakes fdi* hanging in there 
all these years through the discussions that appeared to always be the same, meeting after meeting. 

It is a very serious time for scallopers in the fleet and one which TTie Barnacle will be focusing on in the next few 
months. _

Scallop Meat Count Method 
May Soon Be On The Way Out 

Scallop Committee Votes Include Measure In Amendment 4 


The New England fishery 

Management Council’s, Scallop 
Committee has nearly concluded its 
discussions in developing a new 
management amendment designed to 
control scalloping effort. The committee 
took action on a recommendation by the 
Council staff that the controversial meat 
count method be suspended. Most 
fishermen who were in attendance 
welcomed the news. 

The amendment will be reviewed 
by the full Council on August 9th and a 
final review by the Scallop Committee 
before it is brought to public hearings 
around New England. The proposal will 
include a limited entry scheme for scallop 
vessels as well as a possible fleet quota, 
layover, crew and dredge restrictions. The 
measure will also be reviewed by the 


Regional Director of the National Marine 

Fisheries Service. 

The committee had planned to 
discuss the meat count issue but not 
include any proposal in Amendment 4 but 
rather in a more comprehensive 
Amendment 5. Industry pressure kept the 
issue on the table and it didn’t take the 
Scallop Committee long to support the 
recommendation to propose a suspension 
of the meat count method. 

“Feeling like a referee” is how 
Scallop Committee Chairman David 
Borden characterized the lively Warwick, 
August 3rd meeting which attracted about 
30 fishing industry people. Some of the 
topics of the day were hotly debated with 
those in attendance as the committee 
decided the details of each item on the 
long agenda. 


The meeting started with a review 

of a letter from National Marine Fisheries 
Service Regional Director, Richard Roe 
who suggested that the implementation of 
a layover day system on an emergency 
basis was not feasible. He also felt that the 
nine man crew limit and limited dredge 
size “do little for the fishery”. 

Some boatowners and industry 
representatives at the meeting disagreed. 
Local boatowner, John Rita suggested that 
“nine men is the way to go, I disagree with 
that letter.” Skipper Jim Kendall added that 
he felt the council does not have the clout 
to make the necessary conservation 
changes quickly and suggested “You are 
closing the door too late.” 

Another item on the agenda drew 
some disagreement from the audience 
when Council Staff Member, Louis

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Goodreau presented the results of a survey 
recently conducted by the National Marine 
Fisheries Service in New Bedford and 
elsewhere. Some fishermen felt the survey 
was not comprehensive enough and did not 
include more people than they felt it 
should have. 

The questions of the survey were 
designed to get a better idea as to what 
practices and fishing gear boatowners and 
fishermen currently use. Some questions 
included what are the average crew sizes 
on scallopers, would a maximum 9 man 
crew regulation limit productivity, would it 
increase or decrease the number of hours a 
crewman shucks on an average day. 

Probably the most intense and 
difficult issue of the day’s agenda included 
developing and accepting a definition of 
overfishing. After a staff presentation 
using th6 most recent 1988 and 1989 data, 
the debates focused on the validity of the 
data for much of the morning. Council 
Scientist Howard Russell suggested that 
overfishing in currently occurring on 
Georges Bank where up to 90% of the 
stock available is being harvested. Those 
figures were based on five year average 
equation which was challenged by those in 


attendance. 

Louis Goodreau again presented 
another plan which included up to three 
options of how the council could rebuild 
the stocks after it had accepted the 
definition of overfishing. The committee 
chose to support a third option which calls 
for a five year rebuilding schedule. 

The rebuilding plan calls for a 
possible overall fleet quota of total 
landings of up to 21.7 million pounds for 
the estimated 178 vessels that are taking 
part in the current harvest of scallops. The 
amount of layover days and trip lengths 
still need to be finalized through the public 
hearing process. The committee prefers to 
have fishermen comment on whether they 
would favor a set number of days for 
layover or a system of one day in port for 
eveiy two days at sea. 

Other measures voted by the 
Scallop Committee include having the 
counsel develop an appeals process for any 
denial of scalloping permit system. The 
group supported a measure that calls for 
the layover system to start as soon as the 
scalloper hits the docks and it will ask for 
public comment relative to limiting any 
one boatowner from owning more than ten 


percent of scallop permits available. 

The long-awaited discussions on 
the meat count regulations took center 
stage at the end of the meeting. The 
Council staff made its recommendations 
that it be temporarily tabled unless other 
regulations fail in the attempts to rebuild 
the stock. 

Ray Starvish, a local boatowner 
hailed the discussions saying "the new 
proposals have no gray areas and the meat 
count would be the only gray area that 
would still be subject to a judgement 
call."Starvish suggested that the group 
follow a method Canada is considering to 
employ with the meat count He went on to 
explain that if overall fleet quotas are 
attained, the meat count could be pushed 
lower to maintain the balance of the 
allowable quota set by the government. 

The Scallop Committee suggested 
that the Council Staff develop alternative 
ways to the meat count for its next 
meeting.That could include trip limits as 
was previously discussed. The general 
counsel will also look into the validity of 
suspending temporarily any regulation.

How that they have organized 

their very first event last year and 
surprised themselves how well they 
can organize an event, a group of 
Offshore Mariner’s Wives are looking 
at other avenues to put their energies. 

The group was formed as a 
P.A.C. or political action committee 
last year as part of the Offshore 
Mariners Association. To get it started 
Judy Ramos became President, Joyce 
Wilson-Vice President, Maria 
Kilshaw-Secretary and Verna Kendall - 
Treasurer. 

Their task back in June of 
1989 was to coordinate the Blessing of 
the Fishing Fleet. “We did something 
that was dumped on us and we did it 
well” said Judy Ramos. Before the 
event the four women did not know 
each other. “It was the most amazing 


experience,” said Maria Kilshaw. “On 

August 20th when I looked at all those 
boats I said ‘My God, you did this!” 

It’s an event which attracts 
primarily the Portuguese draggermen 
of the fleet, approximately 25 to 30 
vessels participate. Over $600-$700 in 
grub supplies alone is spent to feed the 
crowd of families on each vessel. Each 
shipboard feast includes pork, beef, 
sardines, codfish casseroles, lobster 
salad, lasagna, tomato-rice with clams, 
pastries and much more for the 30-50 
people on board. 

And most importantly it’s the 
religious element of die blessing which 
is held so sacred. “Fishermen feel 
when they are out there at sea, they 
need every little help they can get,” 

Ms. Ramos said. Last year a vessel 
arrived in the harbor just in time for 


the blessing after fishing for a number 

of days. “Ms. Ramos added “The crew 
still had their fishing gear on when 
they went through the line just so they 
could get blessed.” 

The Seafood Heritage 
organization which had coordinated 
the blessing ceremonies for years 
decided in 1989 not to handle the 
project anymore. It became a natural 
event for the wives to grab a hold of 
and sponsor. After all, it was the 
United Fishermen’s Wives 
organization some 21 years ago that 
developed the idea. 

The tasks included arranging 
the speakers, getting in touch with the 
mayor’s office. Congressman Studds, 
Public Works Department, Police, Fire, 
Coast Guard, clergy and even the 
judges. Ms. Ramos gave a lot of credit

to the Executive Director of the the Offshore Mariner’s, 
Howard Nickerson for all of his support last year. “This 
year will be easier, we just have to go into our files for 
the information,” said Ms. Ramos. 

This year’s event will kick off from the State 
Pier at 1 PM with a ceremony followed by the blessing 
at 2 PM, on Sunday, August 19th. The four women, 
with help from their husbands, are currently holding a 
raffle to raise money for the blessing expenses. Cash 
prizes will be awarded for the best decorated fishing 
vessels of the fleet...$500 for first place, $250 for 
second and $175 for third. 

The first group of wives to organize was a result 
of a price strike against seafood dealers some 22 years 
ago. It was a strike primarily comprised of men, women 
and their children after fishermen were getting as low as 
2 cents a pound for their fish. The United Fishermen’s 
Wives organization was bom. 

Judy Ramos remembers those days well with 
her mother very active in that strike and later issues 
which involved the 200 mile limit. “That group had 
close to 200 members and as a result of the strike the 
price of seafood went up. The women got together 
regularly, discussed the issues, advertised for more 
members and hosted important meetings with public 
officials to discuss issues of how the government can 
help the industry.” 

But like many other groups, the original United 
Fishermen’s Wives suffered a dwindling membership 
once the crisis subsided and the fishing industry became 
to bloom. Ms. Ramos knows that “it was the crisis that 
brought the wives together.” 

The four women agree it is what they call a 
“silent crisis” today, which makes it difficult to attract 
other wives to became active in any group. They 
classify the silent crisis as issues that affect some boats 
but not others. And they fear that once a major crisis 


hits everyone, it will be too late to do anything about it. 

“Draggermen are not aware today of the regulations 
being passed as well as scallopers are not aware regulations 
that affect the draggers. Like the scallop landing window,” said 
Ms. Ramos, “that is just for the scallopers now but once they 
see how it works they will do it to the draggers.” 

Ms. Ramos knows of one dragger which had been 
stopped by Coast Guard Enforcement twice on one fishing trip. 
The boat was reportedly held up for four hours the first day 
and six hours the second day, a total of ten hours from the

fishing trip lost to fishing. “That 
boat feels it and the other boats 
that weren’t boarded don’t know 
what is going on,” added Ms. 
Ramos. 

Besides the Blessing of 
the Fishing Fleet event, the 
women now say they want to 
attract more members and get 
very active with fishery issues. 
Those issues include all the 
sweeping changes that are being 
proposed as regulations such as 
safety issues, licensing, and 
resource management. 

"I would like to make 
more people aware of what the 
government is trying to do that 
is very unrealistic," suggested 
Verna Kendall. "If it has to be 
done it should be done in a 


realistic way." Judy Ramos' 
dream for the group is that the 
organization grows so big they 
will be able to "send a couple of 
representatives of wives to 
Washington DC to express their 
opinions to those senators and 
representatives, that we will 
have them sweating in their 
boots." Maria Kilshaw said "I 
would like to show Washington 
that we care about the fishing 
industry and to change their 
attitude that the fishing industry 
is anything of great 
importance." 

To do that though the 
four women know they must 
attract more members and 
plenty of new ideas. They are 
thinking of getting involved in a

marketing program to promote a 
greater consumer use of 
underutilized species and well 
as develop a scholarship 
program for college-bound 
students.

An occasional ribbing from 
the guys about being the "king" is 
just what Warren Bretton learned to 
live with this past year after 
becoming the fastest and best of 
scallop cutters in Nova Scotia last 
September.

Drake proved last year just what 
experience can do. 

His advice to all New
